Tuberculosis  is  still  declining  throughout  the  whole  country. 

In  1959  there  were  3>855  deaths  registered  in  England  and 
Wales,  This  compares  favourably  with  the  deaths  registered  the 
previous  year  which  were  4»480*  Some  fifteen  years  ago 
approximately  24? 000  died  from  Tuberculosis, 

Two  deaths  occurred  in  Penrith  during  the  year  under 
review. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  town  during  the 
year*  2,315  persons  were  X-Rayed  but  only  one  new  case  of 
active  tuberculosis  was  discovered.

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CAIJCER, 


There  v/ere  deaths  from  cancer  registered  in  England 

and  Wales  in  i959>  21,063  of  these  deaths  v/ere  due  to  cancer  of 
the  lungs.  Cancer  deaths  are  still  on  the  increase;  the 
national  figures  for  the  previous  year  were  total  deaths  85,799 
of  which  19,809  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung. 

In  Penrith  during  1959  there  were  20  deaths  from  cancer  two 
of  which  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  The  previous  year  there 
were  23  deaths  from  cancer  and  4  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung,

INFLUENZA. 


The  national  epidemic  of  Influenza  commenced  in  raid  January  1959 
and  reached  its  peak  by  the  end  of  February  and  finished  about  the 
third  week  in  April,  Penrith  had  its  share  of  the  epidemic, _  School 
children  were  the  first  affected  and  later  adults.  At  one  time  some 
50%  of  children  were  off  with  the  disease.  Only  one  death  was 
recorded  in  Penrith  from  Influenza, 


PNEUMONIA, 

Seventeen  cases  were  notified  during  1959*  Three  deaths  were 
-recorded. 


POLIOMYELITIS.  We  have  had  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  in  Penrith 
since  1957.  The  vaccination  programme  that  v/as  started  in  1956 

seems  to  have  had  the  desired  effect  and  in  1959  the  number  of 
cases  notified  in  the  Country  was  the  lowest  since  the  disease 
became  epidemic  in  1947  in  spite  of  the  very  hot  summer. 

Polio  vaccination  continued  in  Penrith  during  1959  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  3>047  people  protected  out  of  the  total 
population  of  10,590.  Talcing  the  County  of  Cumberland  as  a  whole 
37%  of  all  school  children  have  been  vaccinated,  79%  of  all  children 
aged  1-4  years  and  42‘/o  of  those  aged  16  -  27.  These  are  rather 
higher  than  the  National  figures, 

MEASLES,  There  was  an  Epidemic  of  Measles  vmich  started  in  June 
and  continued  until  about  the  end  of  the  year.  Altogether  there 
were  314  cases  notified  of  these  163  were  children  under  school  age 
and  the  remainder  were  school  children.  There  were  no  deaths  for 
this  disease,

SCARLET  FEVER.  Thirty  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  This 
disease  is  a  relatively  benign  infection  these  days  and  is  easily 
treated  by  Antibiotic  drugs.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet 
fever. 

\¥H00PINC  COUCH.  For  the  second  consecutive  year  we  have  had  no 
notifications  of  Whooping  Cough,  In  Penrith  one  hundred  and 
fifty  three  infants  were  vaccinated  against  the  illness  during 
1959  hy  their  own  Doctors, 

DIPTHE.RIA,  The  last  case  of  Diptheria  in  Penrith  was  notified  in 
1947,  Immunisation  was  confined  during  the  year  v/hen  154  children 
v/ere  inoculated  for  the  first  time  and  9  children  received 
reinforcing  doses,  I  would  like  to  emphasise  the  vital  importance 
of  parents  ensuring  that  their  children  are  adequately  protected 
against  this  disease. 

FOOD  POISONING,  There  \?ere  ten  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning 
notified.  All  v/ore  caused  by  Salmonella  Typhi  Murium  but  no  food 
was  identified  as  being  the  cause.  On  June  4't'h  three  school 
children  from  the  same  school  were  notified.  On  the  9th  June 

two  more  children  from  a  different  school  v;ere  notified.  All 
these  children  who  were  from  different  homes  and  where  there  v/ere  no 
other  cases,  had  school  meals  which  wore  preparea  at  the  Central 
Kitchen,  The  school  meals  staff  including  kitchen  workers  and 
van  men  submitted  stools  for  examination.  One  of  the  kitchen 
staff  was  found  to  be  a  carrier  and  v/as  suspended  from  v/ork  until 
three  negative  stools  were  obtained. 
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One  other  kitchen  worker  was  off  work  at  the  time  these 
cases  occurred.  Her  stool  was  positive  and  she  v/as  not 
allov/ed  back  to  work  until  she  v;as  clear. 

On  the  i5th  June  a  T.other  and  her  four  year  old  daughter 
were  notified. 

There  were  no  more  cases  until  29th  August  when  a  middle 
aged  man  was  notified. 

The  last  case  occurred  on  15th  September, 

None  of  the  patients  were  seriously  ill  and  were  better 
in  about  four  days.

Nine  tv;o  bedroomed  Old  Peoples  houses  are  in  course  of  erection 
at  Barco  Bank,  Polly  Lane.

Six  2  bedroomed  Old  Peoples  houses  at  Brentfield  Way. 

SLUM  CLEARimCE; 

Nineteen  houses  were  demolished  during  1959*  Carleton^ Camp 

has  been  cleared.  There  were  originally  76  dwellings  at  this  camp 
and  I  think  the  Council  liave  done  well  to  rehouse  the  people  from 
this  camp  in  addition  to  those  rehoused  from  slum  property.

The  perimeter  of  Hayeswater  the  invpounding  reservoir  has  been 
inspected. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  drought  in  the 
summer  months  no  shortage  of  ’water  at  the  rcoservoir  was  experienced 
although  the  lowest  level  since  the  recorder  was  installed  was 
registered  on  17th  October  1959«  This  was  only  5*6  inches  below 
the  level  of  the  overflow  weir.  The  Ic.ko  is  calculated  to 
contain  66,000,000  gallons  above  draw-off  level  the  depth  of  which 
is  eight  feet  belov/  weir  level,  so  it  can  be  said  that  at  the  end 
of  the  drought  the  reservoir  still  contained  84  days  supply  at 
average  consumption  demrijid  allov/ing  for  the  statutory  amount  of 
compensation  water.

Without  the  aid  of  this  emergency  supply  it  would  have  been 
impossible  in  thu  periods  of  high  demand  during  the  dry  summer  to 
maintain  a  supply  to  all  areas  of  the  town  and  to  assist  to  a 
limited  degree  areas  in  difficulty  immediately  beyond  the  boundary 
of  the  Urban  District  at  the  limits  of  rural  supplies. 

Repairs  were  carried  out  after  damage  caused  by  frost  early  in 
the  year,  and  in  September  the  overground  main  was  fractured  by  a 
falling  boulder. 

Prom  1st  to  20th  October  86,000  gallons  of  water  was  sunpliad 
to  North  Westmorland  Rural  District  Council  at  Damont  Bridge'."  This 
measure  was  rendered  necessary  due  to  the  reduction  in  yield  of  their 
Barton  Supply  caused  by  the  drought. 

The  inability  to  use  the  supply  during  periods  of  frost  is  a 
di sadvanta.ge  which  is  due  to  the  temporary  nature  of  the  overground 
mein  accentuated  by  the  intermittent  supply.  However  on  two 
occasions  the  use  of  the  supply  in  the  period  of  tha\/  following  frost 
has  greatly  assisted  in  replacing  water  lost.

It  is  jratifyins  to  record  that  throughout  the  drought  of  1959, 
no  difficulty  waa  ex^jerienced  in  maintaining  supplies  to  consumers 
in  the  Urban  District,  It  v.'as  also  possible  to* help  North 
Westmorland  Dural  District  Council  and  Penrith  Dural^District  Council 
to  a  small  degree  in  the  areas  on  the  fringe  of  the  Urban  District* 
The  reasons  for  this  state  of  affairs  v/hen  many  other  V/ater 
Undertakings  in  the  country  were  experiencing  extreme  difficulty  can 
be  briefly  stated  as  follov/s 

(1)  The  use  of  the  Lowther  Emergency  Supply  which  is  capable  at 
some  expense  of  providing  a  small  working  margin  above  the 
present  yield  of  the  Hayeswater  Trunk  Main  sufficient  to  meet 
seasonal  increases  in  demand, 

(2)  The  fact  that  despite  the  long  duration  of  the  dry  weather 
through  the  summer  months  the  yield  from  the  Hayeswater 
gathering  ground  was  sufficient  to  maintain  the  lake  at  a 
level  which  fell  to  only  5*8  inches  below  the  overflow  v/air 
at  the  height  of  the  drought  the  storage  capacity  at  that 
level  being  84  days  supply  allov/ing  for  compensation  water. 

The  extension  of  the  Town  by  development  in  the  Wetheriggs, 
Scaws,  and  Barco  areas,  and  the  possibility  that  Industrial 
development  at  the  Gilwilly  Estate  may  depend  upon  the  existence  of 
an  adequate  water  supply,  makes  it  imperative  that  a  permanent  scheme 
for  increasing  the  volume  delivered  to  the  Tovm  should  be  put  in  hand 
without  furtiior  delay. 

The  limitations  of  the  Lowther  Supply  installations  as  they 
exist  precluae  consideration  of  their  use  for  other  than  a  short 
term  period. 

It  is  obvious  thxit  the  reliability  of  the  Hayeswater  supply 
as  demonstrated  bj'-  the  facts  set  out  above,  when  compared  with  the 
reductions  in  supv)ly  experienced  during  the  drought  from  sources 
relying  on  springs  and  small  uol'ind  streams  with  inadequate  storage 
facilities,  renders  only  one  conclusion  possible  and  tliat  is  that 
the  Hayeswater  Scheme  should  be  developed  by  the  systematic 
duplication  of  the  Trunk  liain  and  that  the  first  stages  of  further 
duplication  should  be  carried  out  immediately. 

It  is  also  obvious  that  whether  re-grouping  of  Water 
Undertakings  in  the  vicinity  docs  or  does  not  take  place  that  the 
development  of  the  IIa7yesv/ator  supply  is  the  coi*roct  method  of 
increasing  the  availability  of  water  for  consuruption  in  the  Penrith 
District,
